A long time back I bought a miniR2 kit from Kanga. I promised myself that 
I wouldn't build it until I have the local oscillator for it built and 
operating properly. But the problem with a kit like this one is that you 
get to chose which band you're going to work with it: 40m? 2m? 440 Mhz? 


I've agonized over the choice for a long time now and settled on 10m. It 
seems a challenge after working on 40m and 30m before, and I can use it 
at first to work RS satellites and then, by the time all the bugs are 
worked out, it'll be the top of the sunspot cycle :-) 


For the RS birds and a small local oscillator, a VXO sees the way to go. 
Looking through my fair sized QRP library (a much better bargain than 
Oxford Classical Texts, let me tell you) I see that there is very little 
on 10m gear and no 10m VXO that I can copy directly. So, I turn to the 
wisdom of the net. Firstly, am I looking at overtone or fundamental cut 
xtals on this band? Secondly, what kind of power does your typical MRF102 
or 2N222A xtal oscillator produce? I think I need a fair bit for the two 
channels of the miniR2. Next, any tips for a 7Mhz man who's venturing 
into 28Mhz ugly construction? 


And my last question: can you rubber those computer clock modules? With a 
low-pass filter after them, they sound pretty nifty as a plug-in solution.

There's been some discussion here recently about direct conversion receivers, 
the OHR Sprint II, specifically. While I haven't used the Sprint II rig, I 
have been using a Ten Tec Century 22 for over a year now. While the drawbacks 
associated with DC receivers have been well documented, with a little practice 


they can be just about as easy to use as a superhet. 
Here's how I use the DC receiver in the C22: 
1. Set the offset control for zero (middle). 
2. Find a station and tune it for zero beat. 


3. Rotate the offset control to the "+" side and tune for the "sweet spot," 
i.e., the spot where the received signal is the strongest. Make a light pencil 
mark on the front panel to mark the spot. 


4. Rotate the offset control over to the "-" side, tune for the "sweet spot," 
and mark that side with a pencil also. 


5. Repeat these steps for several stations to make sure that you get 
repeatable results. 


Basically, the above steps have determined the optimum offset for the receiver. 


Now, when using the C22, I leave the offset control set at the mark on the "+ 
side that I made in step 3. From here on, all tuning is done with the 

main tuning dial. When I tune in a station, I make sure that the pitch of 
the received signal increases with increasing frequency. This ensures that I'm 
on the correct sideband. I just tune for that "Sweet spot," just like I 

would with a superhet. If I encounter QRM from the other sideband, I just 


rotate the offset control over to the mark on the "-" side (from step 4) and it 
disappears. 


This probably sounds much more complicated that it really is. In fact, 
this has all become so second nature to me that I don't even think about it 
anymore. It gets me right on frequency every time. 


I'm sure the pencil mark trick would work just as well on other DC receivers.

Installed the KC1 on the front panel, snug but nice fitting. Push 
buttons 
line up directly above RIT switch/pot. 

I did not install separate keyer jack, I removed the existing jack 
from the 
board, and turned it upside down and screwed it back on the rear panel. It 
seemed to work perfectly, the pins are sticking straight up for easy connection. 
Wired DOT/ring, DASH/tip, sleeve to ground. 
Keyer part works great, but having trouble making the FREQ button work. I'm 
sure it has to do with how/where of VFO hookup. Still working on it, and 
have a note in to Wayne; I'll keep you posted... 

All in all, a wonderful addition to any radio, keyer features are 
incredible!

On Oct 12 Preston responded to question about OHR Sprint usability 
>You will tire of the DC receivers and will grow to find them 

>annoying, even though they have a distinctive clean sound. The two 
>sideband signals for each actual signal is a pain because you must 
>always get your transmitter on the correct side to call a station. 


I have found a simple modification to help with that problem. You need 
to add another small switch to the front panel and use it to switch in 
a 1N4148 to ground. I put the switch between the power switch and the 
tuning dial. Solder the anode (no band) end of the diode to the 
switch, and the cathode (banded) end to a spot on the front edge of 
the circuit board on the ground trace (where you have scraped off a 
spot of the solder mask). Solder one end of a piece of wire to the 
other switch contact and the other end of the wire to the 

anode (no band) end of D9 (I think the top end of R34 will also 

work). On the schematic the point you want is the junction of D9 and 
R34. When the switch is closed, the receiver offset is removed and 
you can "zero beat" the signal. Opening the switch places you on the 
right sideband. Probably best to use a momentary switch to make sure 
you do not leave the switch closed.

I just happened to grab "History of QRP in the U.S., 1924-1960" 
by Adrian Weiss, WORSP (at that time). Would you believe that 
I just randomly picked an appendix and on the opposite page of 
the reading I found the following: 


EPILOGUE (page 188) 


Whatever the causes of the demise of 'QRP CORNER', the QRP world 
would have to wait another six years before W70E founded the Pacific 
Amateur Radio Guild and began publishing its excellent newsletter 
PARG for QRP'rs, and eight years before WA8MCQ would resurrect the 
concept of a 'QRP CORNER' in the QRP/8 newsletter, and a decade until 
the coming of "The Milliwatt". Until then, QRP'rs had to pursue their 
lonely experimentation without a regular place for the exchange of ideas 
and information. In sticking to the challenge of QRP across these years 
across these years, they had to be satisfied with sporadic QRP construction 
articles such as those by Wes Hayward (W7ZOI) and QST Technical Editor 
Doug DeMaw (WLCER/W1FB), rare feature articles such as J.W. Dreher's 
(W2TKG) "The Challenge of Milliwatt Power" (QST, October, 1965), a rare 
tidbit in the 100-wat QRP ARCI's newsletter, and learning from their own 
successes and failures. Once "The Milliwatt" got underway in 1970, QRP'rs 
would have a home and QRP would begin a fabulous 17 years of unmitigated 


growth which would produce a world-wide network of QRP clubs such [as]

QRP Club (1978, Ralph Burch, W8LCU) and clubs in about a dozen other 
countries which were coordinated by The World QRP Federation (1978, 

Thom Davis, K8IF). Once the 100-watt QRP ARCI was transformed into a genuine 
5-watt QRP organization in 1980 under the leadership of President Thom Davis, 
QRP began to prosper in the U.S. as never before. And we've seen just the 
beginning!

This is more of a logbook/notes dump than a how-to. I have traveled with a 
dipole and Sony SW-55 occasionally for the past year (yea I know, I'm 
supposed to take a Tx too !!) 


Given that a hotel environment includes a significant random noise 
(computers, TV's, extra video/paymovie stuff, hairdryers etc.) problem. I 
have come to the conclusions that a dipole (or any form of random wire / 
counterpoise) suffers from the following in a hotel environment: 

- excessive noise coupling caused by folding the elements around the room, 
and (Murphy's law) in the optimal position to couple to the adjacent 
room's noise source. 

- has to be restrung every day, after its vacuumed up.... 

- is never really balanced... 

- requires a balanced tuner to work, if at all . 


I had been toying with the loop as a balanced antenna for these reasons, 
Jess's thread and wanting to try to hear the FOX got me off dead center. 
The results of 1 hr of fab, and 2 hrs of tinkering is shown. 


The antenna was built of 5/8in dowel, center and base pieces are hacked out 
of 1in pine (approx 2 x 2) with 5/8in holes drilled to accomodate the dowel 
pieces. The support arms and base are 'press-fit' and it goes together 
just like the old tinker toys.... Physical fabrication was done in an 
hour, the night before the plane left and cost about $2.50. 8 ft of 
RF-178 (teflon/low loss version of RG-174), 14 ga Tefl.Wire, a couple of 
caps, a piston trimmer, and a couple of cores were thrown in a baggie and 
into the travel case. I use a 'rollaboard' style traveling case so the 
maximum length was defined by the environment. Total package size is 22in 
x 2 in and weighs . . 8-10 oz. 


Assembly in hotel took 10 min, results are shown below for both the Gamma 
match and a transformer feed. I found the balun feed to be much quieter 
and yeild 6db or better SNR improvement, largely I believe to the improved 
balance. The Gamma match appears to upset the balance and was noisier. 


Overall this was a fun evening in the hotel, heard the fox hunt (but not 
the fox) on the loop about 20 min's after I finished it.... ASCII graphics 
don't do well, If there is any interest I can get a better sketch to Steve 
H to post w/ Jess's loop sketch by mid next week.....

Good timing on this subject! Those of you who get the QRP Quarterly 
can read my article on it in the October issue, which is on the 
streets. There are computer clock oscillator modules for lots of ham 
frequencies, from 160 thru 10 meters...well, several frequencies, seven 


at last count, one on 160, 2 on 80, 1 on 20 and 3 on 10. 


The power output on these is quite low, but the harmonics are quite 
high indeed. You might ten or twenty milliwatts out of them, but 
you'll also have to go up quite a few multiples in frequency before the 
harmonic energy drops below the FCC-legal limit of 30 dB below the 
fundamental. Horrible harmonics, very low power...whether you use a 
filter on one or not is up to you, but they do NOT produce a clean 
signal as they come out of the box. (My article included a couple 
spectrum analyzer pictures of one for 4.096 MHz, before and after 
filter, and results are quite impressive. Though not shown in the 
article, the output spectrum of a 28 MHz oscillator, checked ona 
different spectrum analyzer, was just as bad.)

Put it in a tree 10 or more wavelengths 
away, turn it on, go back to the shack and check S-meter readings over 
the 360-degree sweep (and back again, in case the battery is getting 
weak--which it hasn't in a year of off-and-on use). Signal is clean to 
the ear, but have not scoped it--there may be a difference between light 
and heavy loading. But a tiny output filter ought not be too hard to add.

As a single voice among the membership, I would like us to honor the I in 
QRPARCI to the fullest extent. On the other side of this "tupence" coin, 
I cannot think of a single reason why a full (paying) member from 
anywhere should not have an equally full voice in organizational 


affairs. If there are logictical problems involved, let them be 
challenges to be overcome, not barriers to the valuable contributions 
non-USA members can make to QRPARCI.

The only reason 
direct conversion receivers have received a bad rap is that there were some 
pretty dismal designs around for a while, namely the HW-7. Even they can be 
fixed as evidenced by WA8MCQ's article in the April, 1995 QRP Quarterly.

>What do you think about changing the VFO to 5.2 MHz and leaving the crystal 
>filter/BFO/TX mixer as is [to put the NC40A on 30 meters]... 


Nice try. :) This is actually a much less desireable approach, because 
the mixer products will only be a few dB down from the desired output on 
transmit, and the images will be bad on receive. This is because the I.F. 
is 4.9MHz--not very far away from a 5.2MHz VFO. If you mix a VFO at 5.2 
with a 4.9MHz TX oscillator signal to get 10.1, you'll have a huge spur at 
5.2x3 - 4.9 = 10.7, not to mention 4.9*3 - 5.2 = 9.5, and many others. On 
receive, this close proximity of signal frequencies will result in big 
image responses, especially on a band like 10MHz where there are many AM 
broadcast stations. 


The 8MHz I.F. is a better way to go because it keeps the VFO frequency low 
and has fewer image responses. But note that even this combination isn't 
perfect: there will be a spur at 8x3 - 2.1%7 = 9.3. This one is 
mitigated somewhat by the low-pass filter on the VFO, but it will still be 
there--hopefully >40dB down. I haven't put it on the analyzer yet. 


Actually, the scheme used in the Sierra is much better, but of course more 
complicated: Pre-mix the VFO with a high crystal oscillator frequency, 
then xsubtract*x to get the I.F. On 30 meters, for example, the Sierra does 
this: 


(18.0004xtal osct - 2.985{VFO @ 10.1%) 
- 10.15R.F.% 
= 4.915. 


I used a high crystal frequency (18MHz), subtractive mixing, odd VFO and 
I.F. frequencies, and a computer program for estimating mixer products. 

The result is an exceptionally clean mixing scheme--there are almost no 
birdies on receive in the Sierra on any band. (The reason the odd VFO and 
I.F. frequencies help will be apparent if you try plugging in integer-value 


I.F.s into the above equations--consider the harmonics of these I.F.s when 
the VFO is set at a band edge! There are other rigs on the market that use 
integer-value I.F.s and as a result have ear-splitting "band-edge markers" 
as a feature.) 


Hope this makes sense. Choosing signal frequencies is something of an art!

The resistor combines with the 10M input of the DVM to form a 
voltage divider. The high resistance will reduce the value of the 
peak voltage to a DC value equal to the rms of the RF voltage. 

The peak to peak value would be about 2.8 times the RMS voltage. 


The capacitor combines with the capacitance 
of the coax to prevent RF from entering the meter. 


Keep all leads as short as possible. Shielding the probe is a 
good idea too.

Ted and the group, 


You want the Peak to Peak(P-P) volts demodulator (detector) probe for your VOM 
or DVM to NOT load down the circuit you are measuring. Hopefully, the circuit 
connects to something that provides the 50 ohm load or if interstage, some 
higher impedance load. You do not want the probe to be 50 ohms, for that 
would load down your meter, or scope from reading properly as well as the 
circuit. 


Here is the circuit of an old RCA WG-291 probe to illustrate a 550 kHz to 250 
M Hz rating RF probe to go to your scope or a high impedance DVM, or even your 
VOM. Exact impedance matching is not necessary, as you are usually looking 
for a peaking or null measurement, and you are trying to measure without 
loading effects. 


Because I am not good at these ASCII drawings, I will make a verbal 
description that hopefully can be drawn and followed by all: 


First lightly draw the outline of a box. Now we are going to fill in 
components that form the sides of the box, OK? For the top of the box, draw 
in a 220K ohm resistor. The bottom side of the box is left as a line for 
ground bus. The upper right corner of the box is a connector to your scope, 
(BNC center) or meter hot lead. The right hand side of the box is the ground 
from that connector to the ground bus bottom right side. Now the fancy part: 
The left side of this box consists of two parts in parallel, so draw side by 
side, a resistor of 120 K ohms, and a 1N34 diode, (which will have lower 
voltage drop than the 1N914 silicon originally in Ted's drawing.) The bar 
side of the diode, (cathode) is UP to the left end of the 220K resistor (top 
line of the box, remember?) The 120K, and diode cathode, besides joining the 


left end of the 220 K resistor, also at the top join the right end of a 
horizontally drawn 270 p£ capacitor that will extend off the top left corner 
of the box forming a probe tip with its left side. OK, hope all are still on 
board, because the last thing is to extend a ground clip off the bottom left 
corner of the "box" which of course connects to our circuit under test ground. 


Now, this probe will handle demodulation of 30 to 5000 Hz, so would be good to 
look at SSB as well. The input capacitance loading on the circuit under test 
will only be 2.25 pf says RCA. The equvalent input resistance varies with 
frequency, but is adequately high for ham work, varying from 23, 000 ohms at 1 
M Hz to 10, 000 ohms at 50 M Hz. and finally to 2500 ohms at 200 M Hz. 


Maximum input voltage is 20 V rms, 28 V peak. DC: 250 Volts. The cap can be 
mica, or ceramic. The original uses 1/2 watt resistors, but you can use 
whatever you have. Radio shack has the 1N34 diodes, and this thing was ina 
cylinder case of polystyrene, thus you can do the same or use a small perf 
board. I have used bus wire for probes, or the pins that come out of new 
shirts, but those are sharp so be careful. Hope this helps.
